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The Department of Trade and Commerce takes the opportunity of placing before 
_the delegates to the Fifth Triennial Congress of Chambers of Commerce of the Empire, 
assembled at Montreal, a few facts and figures relating to Canadian trade, past and 


present, which may in a measure serve to point to future possibilities. 


Canada although of very large area has but a comparatively small population, 
which, however, it is gratifying to know, is now rapidly increasing, and when it is con- 
sidered that on a per capita basis she even now occupies the enviable position of being 
at the top of the list as regards trade and material progress, it is evident that with her 
geographical advantages ; her wealth of waters and of lands, both of unexampled pro- 
ductiveness ; her unlimited resources ; her hardy and intelligent sons and daughters ; 
she is destined to hold a proud place as an independency of the British Crown, and 


exhibit to the world another example of the virility of a northern people. 


Unfortunately the date fixed for the meeting is so soon after the close of the fiscal 
year as to preclude the possibility of collating and placing before the delegates assembled 
details of the trade of the year ended June 30th, but the Monthly Report for June 
will be furnished the delegates if possible ; otherwise the Report for May will be 
substituted. :

It will be seen from the above that the exports in wheat are rapidly overtaking 
those of cheese, and, with the tremendous impetus in immigration and settling of the 
North-west, that the wheat exports for the next year will likely be greatly in excess of 
those of cheese. 


BEST WHEAT IN THE WORLD. 


So-called Manitoba wheat, which includes that from the North-west Territories, is 
held to be the best in the world and is in good and increasing demand for mixing with 
softer wheats grown elsewhere. Of it there was shipped ex terminal elevators at Fort 
William and Port Arthur, during the ten months to June 30th last, over 40,000,000 
bushels, which quantity can and will be increased ten-fold in as many years.
